Son of a Florentine merchant and founder of modern physics, 
Galileo Galilei was one of the first completely modern scien- 
tists. He discovered the laws of motion, from which he in- 
vented the pendulum, and made magnificent celestial discover- 
ies about the motion of the earth that forever changed our 
understanding of the universe. 

In March 1610, Galileo Galilei published Sidereus Nuncius 
(Starry Messenger), which detailed his observations of the 
heavens based on the newly invented telescope. This book 
caused an immediate sensation throughout Europe as it 
challenged many of the old ideas held by the Church. His 
observations of the Moon and the satellites of Jupiter (coupled 
with those Galileo made soon afterward of Venus and Saturn) 
were the first empirical evidence that the planets rotated 


around the Sun, and thus that the universe according to

Perhaps the most well known 
falconer in the world, Morley 
Nelson has been a key player 
in conservation efforts to 
save many raptor species 
from power line electrocu- 
tion, including endangered 
bald and golden eagles. His 
research determined a cause, 
effect and solution to this 
deadly problem. Dubbed the 
“real estate developer for 
eagles,” Nelson used nesting 
platforms on power poles to 
entice the birds away from 
the lines. 

His work on raptor con- 
servation has been heralded 
in Life Magazine, Audubon, 
National Geographic, 
Smithsonian Magazine, the 
Wall Street Journal and Dis- 
covery Magazine. Nelson’s 
most recent work, The Verti- 
cal Environment with Lynn 
Redgrave as narrator, will air 
on PBS on September 27. 

For the past 30 years 
Nelson has become nearly 
legendary by carrying his 
conservation message to the 
people directly with films like 
First Rulers of the Wind, Na- 
ture and Beautiful America, 
and films made with Wild 
Kingdom’s Marlin Perkins 
and Jim Fowler. He also has 
trained falcons, hawks and 
eagles for Walt Disney’s true 
life adventure series.

ENDANGERED PEREGRINE FALCON 
NESTS ON BAY BRIDGE 


For the first time since the 1950’s, the endan- 
gered peregrine falcon has successfully 
bred in San Francisco County. The 
falcons chose to nest on one of the Bay 
Area’s most prominent structures — the 
Oakland/San Francisco Bay Bridge. 
This success was not without its 
setbacks, however, as only one chick 
out of three survived its first flight from 
the bridge. The chick is now being 
closely monitored by Douglas A. Bell, a 
research scientist with the Academy’s 

department of ornithology and mammalogy, 
and David P. Gregoire, a research associate of the UC Santa 
Cruz Predatory Bird Research Group (SCPBRG),. 

With the advent and use of pesticides such as DDT in the 
1940’s, the peregrine falcon began to decline worldwide. 
Scientists discovered that the presence of DDT in the falcon’s 
fatty tissue interfered with their calcium metabolism, causing 
the birds to lay thin-shelled eggs. In California, by the time the 
use of DDT was banned in 1972, the peregrine falcon popula- 
tion had declined from as estimated 250-350 pairs to just a 
handful of known pairs, and these were experiencing major 
reproductive difficulties. 

Throughout much of the 15 year history of the peregrine 
recovery effort, the Bay Area has been host to several falcon 
release sites. Many have moved into urban areas and taken up 
residence on human-made counterparts to cliffs — skyscrapers 
and bridges. They do not actually build a nest, rather, they lay 
their eggs in a depression made in the soft soil or sandy 
substrate of a cliff or ledge. As of 1992, there were 113 per- 
egrine pairs in California. 

Scientists at the Academy are working together with the 
SCPBRG to monitor nesting success and population parameters, 
and CalTrans is cooperating to improve nest ledges on the Bay 
Bridge so that the peregrine falcon may remain a permanent 
resident of the Bay Area.

The tour will be led by Lonny Baker, Morrison 
Planetaritum’s Education Coordinator, and Todd 
Hansen, amateur astronomer, who led the 
Academy’s successful trip to Oaxaca, Mexico for 
the 1991 eclipse. They will be joined by Dr. Chris 
McKay of NASA’s Ames Research Center.
